The educational interests of any community, state or 
nation, are subordinate only to the natural and moral law 
of our being, as cogent factors in moulding the present 
condition and future destiny of unnumbered millions in the 
present and yet unborn generations as they make their 
successive advent, and as oft silently‘ glide into obliviows- 
infolding portals.. Our common school system coupled 
with Christian civilization, is the abiding foundation of all 
that is grand and ennobling in genesis of thought and 
effort evolving the product to all so apparent, in diversified 
expression of attainment in science, art and literature; as 
well also in ‘commercial, mercantile, agricultural, political 
and social life.

The arrangements made 
for concentration and accommodation of scholars in their 
attendance at school has proven financial economy, and 
advantageous to the pupils. The study of philosophy was 
introduced in one school with good results. The roll of 
honor is omitted not being able to’ report it completely. 
Thanking our constituents for their approving expressions, 
charitable criticisms and favors cheerfully bestowed.
